We are beginning to understand more folly
the recent masssore in New Orleans and the
eausos preceding 1t, The more evidence we
accumulate, the more we are éonvinced of the
justice of the judgment that the President must
be held direotly respensible for all that hae been
done in New Orleans. Hd engendered the spirit
whioh broke torth in riot, murdered loyalists,
and finally ralzed the Coniederata flag. **About
forty persoss have been Kkilled, and a largo
number woutnded, nearly all being friendly to
the Couvention!' This i& {he resull ot the
President’s pohiey in Loulsiana, and we regard It
a4 8 Otting sequel to the result of that policy in

Tennessce, where tae militury aathorities are
provented from punishing the authors of the
muesnore in Mompbis, Memphis, unavenged
and unpunished, 1= 0ty lollowed by New ur-
leana,

The Fresident began his work of wterference
July ‘21, when he ssked Governor Walls to
fmiorm him nnder and by whal authority the
Convention had been culled, and also ander
what authority it nssumed to represent the State
of Loulstann. Thi=s was betore the massacre.
Governor Wolls was Governor of Loutsinnn, and,
sccording to the Presiteot’s frequently pro-
cliimod theories, ns mueh a soverelgn in his
way as the President humself, The menunce to
Governor Wells was as much a usurpalion as
though the President were to address i letier to
Governor Fenton to know under and by what
authority he summoned the Stute Legislatore,
Governor Wells disobeyed the President, and
issued his proclamation for elections to be held
to choose delegates to  the Convention to
#ill vacancies, all that he could do by the
Jetter of the law. Therenpon, July 24, tha
Attorney-Genoranl and the Lieutenant-Governor
—unwilling to obey the law or 1o permit the
matter to go to the courts to test its constitu-
tionality — again wlegraphed the President,
statiug that a riot was feared; that the Governor
was gallty of the hormble erime of “being in
Jeague with the Ropublicsns;” that it was in.
tended to indict the mumbers by grand jury, nod
seking whether the President would lnteriere
with the ludiciment. To which, July 28, the
Tresident replied that “the military will be ex
pected to sustasn and oot obstruct or interfere
with the proceedings ot the courte,” In other
words, “'Go uhesd, gentlomen: indiet or what l
you plense: no soldiors shall wolest you." This
was on Stturday. Mayor Mounrog proclalmed
his purpose to suppress the Convention, IHe
summoned policemen—policemen, be it knowa,
who were selected for their valor 1 Rebel
armies, This police lorce and the mob acted
together with bloody barmony, und did the work
of suppres-fon thorouguly,

Whetn the Convention sssembled, the Presi-
dent jssved his order 1w Mr. Herron, o member
of Goyernor Wells' Cabinet, In the first place,
That order depoed Governor Wells tor not obey-
3og the President. In the second place, it

laced Genexnl Sheridan under the control of &

tate ollicer, In the third place, its lungusge
was not that of a calm executive otlicer, per-
formibg a solemn minwsterial duty, but of & vio
Jent, anery man, spesking to angry people.
“‘Usurpation will not be tolerated !"—"'the peo-
Ple must be first consulted”—all *‘fllegal or
unlawiul asscinblies” must be suppressed! Lot
it be remembered that these words were written
%0 8 community of Rebels, to men who were
peething with anger and hatied, ani who cher-
ished no more darling idea than being permitied

His acts are the only
speeches we want, They show a stern, unjust
purpote.

Adlering to its policy of sectionnl antazronism
and hate, the Tribune pounced upon the New
Orleans rios a8 & pretext tor mallgning the
Bouthera poople and canonlzing a mob of negre
rioters, The meagre, onesided story of its own
correspondent it entitled “*a loyal sccount:” the
more Intelligont, and, as subsequent reports
proved, the more trustworlhy statementiof the
Assoclated Presa, it deoried as “a Rebel
mceount;” & briel explanatory parngraph of g
respectable New Orleans journal, fustening the
beginning of the disturbs nee upon the negroes,
it stigmatized 88 s “Copperbe ad sccount.”
